Only Two Dry States Are Kansas and North Carolina, 


by Barest Fraction, in Final Tabulation of Lit* 


erary Digest Nation-Wide Straw Vote 


Seventy-three voters out of every 


hundred favor a rtopeal of the Elght- 
tcenth Amendment as evidenced by 
the final figures in The Literary Di- 
gest's nation-wide prohibition poll, 
which will be published In the maga- 
zine Saturday. 


A total of 4.668,537 ballots were re- 


turned and counted in this "straw" 
referendum. The division of the final 
figures shows 1,236,660 or 26.49 per 
cent, voting for continuance of the 
Prohibition Amendment and 3,431,8??i 
or 73.11 per cent, favoring repeal. 


Kansas and North Carolina are the 


only two States giving a clear major- 
ity for prohibition, Kansas voting dry 
by a majority of 397 votes out of a 
total of 84,121 ballots received and 
North Carolina voting dry by a ma- 
jbrlly of 68 votes out of a total of 
64,790 ballots returned. 


The wettest section of the United 


States as evidenced by. the returns .in 
this poll is the group of States from 
the Mississippi river cast to the' At- 
lantic ovean and approximately north 
of the Mason-Dlxon Line, with the 
dampest concentration in the sea- 
board States of New York, New Jer- 
sey, Connecticut and Rhode Island. 


South Is Driest 


The dryest section of the country in- 


cludes the belt of States 
extending 


from Kansas, Oklahoma and Texas to 
the Atlantic with the exception of 
Mississippi 
Misouri, Louisiana, and 


Florida, which three States register 
high wet majorities. 


The balance of the Widdlo Western 


states show a sentiment wetter than 
the Southern group but considerably 
dryer than the Northeastern section 
of the country.

The Rocky •Mountain States show a 


collective vote Slightly less wet than 


the country at large while the Pa- 
cific Co4st States give a majority for 
repeal 'higher than the national ratio. 


Thirty-three states and-the District 


of Columbia return wet majorities in 
the final tabulation ranging from 2 to 
1 to over 7 to 1 for repeal. 


Large Vole From Arkansas

Grover Edwards, a prosecution wit- 


ness, said he had heard Jones com- 
ment on a article written by Batten, 
and published in 
the 
Hattiesburg 


American, telling of Jones' wife ap- 
pearing in court in connection with a 
reported fight at Jones' home during 
a celebration over Jones' return from 
the federal penitentiary. 


Edwards quoted Jones as saying if 


Batten didn't "quit putting my name 
in the paper I am going to da away 
with him." 
, 


Carl Mimms, another witness, said 


Jones had admitted that Batten was 
at the Jones house the night of his 
death. 


G. L. Crosby, a brother-in-law of 


Jones, said that Jones had asked him 
whether he would sign his bond "in 
event I am arrested for killing Bat- 
ten." Crosby said that he saw "plenty 
of blood" in the Jones' home and in 
an outhouse. 


Bloodstained wood from the Jones 


house was examined 
by Dr. F. H. 


Bowers, of South Mississippi Infir- 
mary, but he was unable to say wheth- 
er they were human or animal blood- 
stains. 


The physician said that he examined 


Batten's body within a half hour aft- 
er the freight train passed over it. He 
estimated that the man had been 
dead then qt least an hour. Batten's 
body was cold. Dr. Bowers said. 


The t'tate is attempting to prove that 


Batten was slain and his body later 
placed cm the railroad tracks.

In addition to the plant • equipment 


of the company, Mr. Farrar had sev- 
eral fine machines in the building and 
these were also uninsured. There is 
doubt if any of the machines can be 
salvaged because of the intense heat. 


There is no way of knowing how the 


fire got statrcd. Mr. Farrar was of the 
opinion that it was probably started 
by hoboes who were spending the 
night in the plant. During the time 
the plant has been uninsured no 
watchman has been kept at the plant, 
but it has been a custom of Mr. Far- 
rar to make a round 'of the plant be- 
fore retiring each night. Wednesday 
night he failed to make this usual 
round1. The plant had been operated 
Tuesday, but was closed down Wed- 
nesday while Mr. Farrar went to Tex- 
arkana, where he was given an order 
for crates which would have put the 
plant back in operation next Monday 
for a good run. 


Mr. Farrar said that he docs not 


know whether he will build another 
plant here, but was of the opinion that 
ho would do so, especially if it is 
found that some of the machinery can 
be salvaged. The plant furnished em- 
ployment to a number of people for 
part time.

HOPE WELL,. N. J.— (#>)-The offic- 


ial search for the kidnapers of Charles 
Augustus Lindbergh, Jr., has extend- 
ed to 29 countries 
in Europe and 


South America, it was disclosed on 
Thursday the 58th day of the crime, 


Preceding this revelation by Col. H. 


Ncrinan Schwarzkopt of the New Jer- 
sey state police, came an announce- 
ment that Salvatore Spitale and Irv- 
ing Bitz, underworld intermediaries in 
the case, had withdrawn 
from the 


quest because of the payment of $50,- 
000 in ransom by Col. Charles A, 
Lindbergh. 


In his daily bulletin Colonel Sch- 


warzkopf said authorities in Geneva, 
Switzerland, had been asked to con- 
firm a report that part of the ransom 
money had turned up in that coun- 
try, adding that "Switzerland is in- 
cluded in the 29 countries contacted." 


The serial numbers of 
the cur- 


rency paid to one of the supposed ab- 
ductors by Dr. John' F, Condon on 
April 2 were communicated to of- 
ficials "all over Europe and South 
America" several weeks ago, Colonel 
Schwarzkopf said, and they were ask- 
ed to keep a sharp watch for any of 
the bills. 


Spitale and Bitz authorized a state- 


ment through their attorney, Abra- 
ham Wilson, saying "Spitale 
had 


pleaded with Colonel Lindbergh not 
to pay this $50,000 through Dr. Con- 
don,"

WHILE public attention is centered upon reducing govern- 
'ff mental costs, this is a good time to think about the wast- 
ed time, effort and money occasioned by the grand jury 
system as it operates in Arkansas. 


Sixteen members of the grand jury in this circuit have 


been to session/for four days at the court house, reviewing 
the evidence in a number of criminal cases. A number of in- 
dictments have-been returned. These sixteen men have used 
up four dajrs each of time which thev would much prefer to 
have in their own business affairs. They have been paid at 
the rate of $3 a day for their time. 


. AH the witnesses who have been called before the grand 
jurv have had to leave their usual occupations long enough to 
t*8ttfy hefoise tbf jury. Most of them had already been re- 
required to *eire as jurors and witnesses—C. F. Byrna in 
a preliminary hearing in the same cases, Now they appear 
before the grawi; jury. Next week or next month or some 
ether time thej* Ijave to appear again to testify in the final 
trtei before a ju.*y,. They, are entitled to'witness fees and 


,, ratteaure, if they live out of the city, for each appearance. 


There i» opportunity to reduce these ?osts and these an- 


. noying daties of wjfjesses and juries, by eliminating the 


* jury except for original investigation. As the law op* 


in Arkansas, every felony case must be presented to a 
jury. In the greet majority of cases, that oresenta- 


tion is a waste of time and money and serves no good purpose 
fitker In pjroteetl^n of the rights of society or of the defend* 
ajjt. The ordinary felony «aae has already been heard before 
an examining magistrate before it goes to the grand jury. It 
mujtf be hegr4 ajjfam elthe? by a petit jury in ease of trial or 
the judge in ease of a gultty plea. The grand jury heariner of 
proaecutioB wftnesaea only serves no good purpose. Fre- 
quently the ffgulrement forces holding a confessed criminal 
in fail t&r many days, at public expense, awaiting indictment 
so he can be arraigned and enter his plea.

The dairy cow on the farm is 
most important now. Milk and but- 
ter and other 'dairy products have suf- 
fered less 'decline on the market than 
most other farm products. Good roads 
and good transportation facilities have 
made it practical to produce cream for 
shipping. There are numerous cream 
shipping station in the state, and not 
a few creameries and chees factories 
that consume milk and cream. In the 
production of cream and milk soy 
beans, both as pasture and hay crops, 
play an important part. In addition 


all farmers to plant liberally of soy 
to the value of t)ie soy* bean **• a* 
pasture and hay crop, it is 'one pffthe 
quickest and best soil builder* among 
the legumes. A large acreage 6f soy 
beans was1 planted last year, and. the 
acreage should • be increased, this'year. 
Building up the fertility of the soil in 
hard times is one of the best invest- 
ments of farm: labor. By making the 
land more fertile for the future, when 
farm product prices may! be more sat- 
isfactory, is like putting money in the 
bank for a rainy day. What will it 
profit a farmer when good prices re- 
turn if his "soil"is all run down and 
will not produce profitably? By grow- 
ing soy beans during the summer and 
hairy vetch during the winter, the soil 
fertility can be rebuilt hi a short 
period. While the farmers are re- 
building their soils for future profit- 
able fanning they can in the mean* 
time be increasing the number of milk 
cows, hogs and other livestock.

Is a Big Industry 


Costs Twelve Millions to 


Maintain Arkansas' 


Schools Annually 


One of the largest industries in Ar- 


kansas is that-of teaching the chil- 
dren, according to information on file 
in the state department of education. 
The stockholders in this Industry are 
the'citieris of-the state. 'Total expen- 
ditures of approximately $12,000,000 
annually are made, more than 12,000 
persons are employed and1 .there are 
629,296 children within the school age. 


Records, in the state department of 


education sho wthat during the past 
year there was a six per cent decrease 
in the-number of teachers employed 
and a decrease of IS per cent in the 
salaries paid to teachers. Against this 
was an increase in attendance of near- 
ly six per cent, making an increase 
per teacher of approximately 10 per 
cent. 


Arkansas children last year spent a 


total of 58,839,078 days in school. Es- 
timates prepared by national .school 
authorities show that each day a Child 
spends in elementary or high school 
increases his easning capacity $10, On 
that basis the earning capacity of fu- 
ture citiens of Arkansas was increased 
last year by $568,390,790.
